WJLSHINGTON, Jan. 
25.—When the 
World's fair committee of the house met 
to-day, Mr. Hatch, of Missouri, and Mr. 
Bowden, of Virginia, failed to answer to 
their names. The sub-committee re- 
ported adversely on the resolutions of 
Messrs. Springer and Frank, providing 
for balloting for the selection of the site 
on Monday, and f jt holding a celebra- 
tion in 1892 and the fair in 1893. 
The 
sub-committee asked leave to prepare a 
biU containing all the essential pro- 
vwions for holding the fair in 1892 but 
omitting the name of the place where it 
shall be held. 


Mr. Springer and Mr. Hitt, Chicago's 
representatives, vigorously opposed the 
granting of this permission and urged 
against any more delay on the question 
of determining the site. 
Mr. Bowden, 
of Virginia, who was appointed at the 
instance of the Washington board of 
promotion, sided with the Chicago men 
and offered as a substitute for the report 
of the sub-committee the resolution of 
Mr. Springer, providing for balloting 
for the selection of a site in the house 
next week. 


A vote was taken on Mr. Bowden's 
sustitute and it resulted in a tie, Mr. 
Hitt, Mr. Springer and Mr. Bowden 
voting for its adoption, against Mr. 
Flower, Mr. Wilson and Mr. Frank. A 
chance to ascertain the standing of Mr. 
Candler, the chairman, was spoiled by 
the entrance at this junction, of Mr. 
Belden, of New York, who voted against 
the substitute and thus defeated it. The 
report of the sub committee was then 
adopted and the committe adjourned, 
subject to the call of the chairman.

ISAAC H O F F M A K , of Carverton, Penn., 
whose only means of locomotion is upon 
his hands and knees, is one of the fa- 
mous hunters of that region. 
He has 
never been able to walk. 
He can oper- 
ate a mower, reaper or horse rake equal 
to any one. 
As a loader of hay and

rain he is hard to excel. 
He has often 
riven one and two horses, and has had 
no fears of their getting away. He assists 
in most of the work around his father's 
farm, and as a chopper of wood none but 
those who have witnessed his wielding of 
the axe would believe the amount he can 
cut in a short time. 
During the last 
dozen years of his life his chief enjoy- 
ment is to travel over the hills with Ms 
gun and dog, and as a marksman he is 
pretty hard to excel.

W h y and How Wool Varies. 


There is a great deal of difference in 
the climate for producing wool, whatever 
is said to the contrary, declares Professor 
W. H. Brewer. This is demonstrated be- 
yond the shadow of a doubt. 
Some of 
the New England milks pay a slightly 
higher price for wools coming from the 
regioii 
that embraces southern 
Ohio, 
western 
Pennsylvania and portions of 
western Virginia than any other part of 
the United States. 
There is a texture to 
it, a slightly different feel which manu- 
facturers understand. 
There is a change 
in the wool if sheep are transported from 
these regions to other portions of the 
United States which are a little drier- 
whether it be directly due to the influ- 
ence of the climate, or indirectly due to 
the breed. 
One of the manufacturers of 
New England said he had been in the 
habit of buying wool of a certain farmer 
in Southern Ohio. As the farmer's family 
grew up and swarmed, one of the sons 
went into Kansas and carried with him a 
portion of the flock of the old farm. The 
manufacturer bought wool of both father 
and son, and gave me a sample, not mere- 
ly from the same flock, but from the same 
individual sheep, taken two or three 
years apart, one when the sheep was an 
inhabitant of Ohio, and one when it was 
an inhabitant of a pretty dry portion of 
Kansas. 
They were colored in the same 
dye, the same mordant was used, the 
same vat, and yet there was a big differ- 
ence in the wools. 
A gentleman of large 
experience in Virginia told me almost 
precisely the same story. He himself had 
attempted the growing of sheep with the 
purpose of getting AVOOI just as good in 
one region as he had got in another, but 
failed. 


There is considerable difference in the 
quality of wool as produced in different 
climates that is due to the climate itself, 
directly or indirectly, and the food that 
is produced in that climate. 
It may be 
brasher; there may be a certain harshness 
about it, and it may not manufacture 
quite so well. Now, while sheep are long 
continued to be bred in the poorer of 
these climates they deteriorate, unless the 
blood is kept good by an infusion from 
the better regions. 
And that is what will 
give some regions perpetually an advan- 
tage in certain kinds of growing over 
others; it will always be to their profit to 
produce animals to go somewhere else, 
just exactly the same as farmers living in 
one region may gi-ow seed grain to be 
used in another. 


A Substitute For Glass. 


The new translucent substance intended 
as a substitute for glass has been adopted 
for some months in some of the public 
buildings of London, and various advan- 
tages are claimed for it, among these be- 
ing such a degree of pliancy that it may 
be bent backwards and forwards like 
leather, and be subjected to very consid- 
erable tensile strain with impunity ; it is 
almost as transparent as glass, and of a 
very pleasant amber color, varying in 
shade from very light golden to pale 
brown. 


The basis of the material is a web of 
fine iron wire, with warp and weft threads 
about one-twelfth of an inch apart, this 
being enclosed, like a fly in amber, in a 
sheet af translucent varnish, of which the 
base is linseed oil. 
There is no resin or 
gum in this varnish, and once having be- 
come dry, it is capable of standing heat 
and 
damp without 
undergoing 
any 
change, neither hardening nor becoming 
sticky.

Quite direct runs the old trail south- 
ward from Arkansas City, Kan., to Okla- 
homa City.

John Korison was his name. 
He littlie knew how soon he would get 
more killing than he wanted and undergo 
an experience seldom equalled in border 
tragedies. 


One aftemooin, shortly after they had 
^one into. ca'mp,ithey were attacked by a 
band of BOO or 400 Cheyenne brave» with 
all the suddenness and terrible ferocity 
peculiar to Indian warfare. 
Hennessy 
saw thetn coming and instantly ordered 
the men to run for a canon just west of 
the trail. 
They misunderstood the di- 
rection, and instead of west took the 
trail north. 
The mistake hastened their 
doom. With wild yells of savage delight 
the Indians circled around the three men. 
Korison was^ left behind in the race. 
He 
saw Indians on every side. 
No chance 
of escape, death certain. 
His alarm was 
over. 
The tenderfoot was a man. 
With 
a, rapidity that indicated a previons train- 
ing he raised his Winchester and fired 
into the Indians with shots so quick they 
almost seemed one. 
Deadly shooting, 
too, for five painted warriors had gone 
down, their death cry ringing out and 
mingling with the dog-like snarls of 
several who were wounded. 
The Indians 
returned the fire and the three white men 
fell. 


Old Pat saw the fight from his retreat 
in the rooks. 
His mind had undergone 
a great charige in regard to the man from 
Boston, and us the savages rushed in to 
scalp the three fallen men his own deadly 
Winchester came to his shoulder; the 
sights caught the dusky form of a big 
Indian just in the act of scalping Korison. 
The rifle bleached forth its messenger of 
death, and a red fiend sprang high in 
the air, then sank down, still and dead.

Shaped 
mals in His Blood. 


An interesting case, not only to the 
medical profession but to the world at 
large, has been received at Johns Hopkins 
hospital. 
The patient has animals in the 
shape of snakes living in his blood. 
He 
is from Charleston, South Carolina, and 
has suffered from his peculiar disease 
more or less for twenty years. 
Many 
times his blood has been examined under 
the microscope, and the snake shaped 
parasites have iilways been found present. 
The blood for examinaition has generally 
been drawn from a finger tip. 
This is 
the first case of the kind to put in an ap- 
pearance at Johns Hopkins hospital^ and 
few doctors in the- United State» have 
personal knowledge ©i the disease. 


The i>atient is a strong,, robu&t man,, ap- 
parently about 40 years of age. 
He dis- 
cussed his case with a reporter of the Sun 
freely and cheerfully, and seem» to ex- 
pect to be cured. 
It is only Mely,, he 
says, that he found a physician who seemed 
to grasp his case. 
He thinks his disease 
not rare, but believes the medical profes- 
sion is just getting down, to a kuiowledge 
of its prevalence. 
Its exiatencey he says, 
explains many phases in sickness which 
heretofore physicians have not been able 
to fathom and explain. 


Filaria sanguinisliorninis\»'^Q 
scien- 
tific name of this parasite which inhabits 
the human blood. 
It is found more in 
southern than in northern countries^ and 
especially in Brazil, Egypt,, and some 
parts of the Orient. 
It is, as- stated, 
snake-like in appearance and about the 
size of a blood cell. 
It is found, some- 
times in great numbers, in the blood dur- 
ing the night time, being, as a rule, ab- 
sent during the day. 
The mature female 
parasite has been found inhabiting the 
lymph-vessels of man, particularly in. the 
legs. 
Owing to the obstructions which 
it causes in the lymph circulatioB;,. and to 
the local irritation which its presence in- 
duces, it sometimes gives rise to abcesses, 
and perhaps to that terrible swelling of 
the legs known as elephantiasis. 


One of the embryonic stages of devel- 
opment is Ijelieved to transpire in the 
body of a species of nocturnal mosquito. 
Through the 1 )odies of the dead mosquito, 
which are liiible to fall in the drinking 
water, it is believed the spread of the 
parasite may occur. 


Only twenty-five cases of this disease 
are said to have been reported in this 
country. 
Vague pain and lassitude are 
its characteristics. 
The ejected fluids 
have a milky appearance. 
By some the 
disease is said to be not dangerous, though 
incurable. 
Others believe that the para- 
sites, becoming massed in the blood, may 
form a clot and thus stop the circulation 
by blocking up an orifice of the heart. 
Tlie disease is not contagious. 
Micro- 
scopic examinations of the patient's blood 
will be fiequently made at the Johns 
Hopkins, and great interest is expressed 
in the curious case.—[Baltimore Sun.

A Deserted Whaler Cruising Among 


the Icebergs. 


According to a New London (Conn.) 
correspondent: One day in the early part 
of last May a man named Leavitt, who 
had charge of the Pacific Steam Whaling 
Company's station at Cape Smith, nine 
miles to the South West of Point Barrow, 
was astounded to see a ship standing to- 
ward the shore about a mile in the ofling, 
hemmed in by towering icebergs. Leavitt 
had spent the winter in the ice, and 
the appearance of a ship there at such an 
unusual time of the year nearly scared 
him out of his wits. 
Visions of that 
fabled ship, the Flying Dutchman, clarted 
across his mind, but finally he' recovered 
himself and walked down toward the 
beach. 
As he did so the fabric drew 
nearer to the land. 
He says it made a 
charming picture to his famished eyes, 
appearing as if formed of frosted glass. 


The mass continued to approach him, 
and he finally made out the complete out- 
lines of the full-rigged ship Young Phoe- 
nix, a vessel with which he was familiar. 
She lay cradled immovably, with her 
deck just above the level of tlu; icy valley 
where she reclined. 
Her three masts 
towered aloft with siil I perfect rake, and 
shrouds, backstays, braces and stays cov- 
ered with ice coatings in fantastic shapes, 
brought out in the sunlight in bold and 
beautiful relief against the blue mountains 
of ice behind. 


The silent ship lay stern to the sea, 
about fifty yards from it, and slightly 
heeled to port. 
The prismatic effects of 
the spectral scene were heightened by 
heavy burdens of snoAV which cumbered 
the decks, the hawser, and the sails of 
the vessel. 
Two of the sails were shak- 
ing their stiffened tatters idly in the 
breeze, while the rest had the snug man- 
o'-war furl of a year before, and were 
frozen tightly to the yar-ds. 
The vessel 
looked literally a ship of ice, for all the 
world like the toy ship enshrouded in 
crystals by the glass-blower's art. 


Plucking up his courage Leavitt finally 
went out to the ice pack and boarded the 
ship. 
He found everything intact upon 
the decks as it had been left. 
Not even

There were no traces of the boats, 
which had evidently been torn from the 
ship's davits by the ice; but the great 
quilt of snow which enshrouded the Young 
Phoenix from stem to stern revealed the 
figiu-ation of the hatches and parapher- 
nalia, which showed that she had at no 
time since desertion been rolling in seas 
heavy enough to disturb any of her 
fittings. 
It is supposed, in fact, that she 
was picked up free from the water by the 
same ice pack which crushed her. 


Leavitt went down into the ship's cabin 
and found several 
articles wMch 
he 
dragged over the fields of ice to his boat 
and conveyed to the shore. 
He would 
have continued stripping the vessel, but 
the ice fioe containing her drifted off shore 
the following day. 
It remained in sight 
several days afterward, and then vanished 
to the northward. 


Various theories 'are advanced as to the 
probable course the Young Phoenix will 
now take, and as to how long it will be 
before she is seen again. It is very likely, 
»Id Arctic whalemen say, that the island 
of ice now sun-ounding her will be 
built up by the addition of 
floating 
masses, and in time she may become a 
flxtme somewhere around the north pole, 
dry-docked in the ice, for it is said 
that in those remote fields the ice may 
possess an a^e of hundreds of years, and 
may be continually accumulating in one 
quarter while breaking off and dissipating 
in another.

Jails are dark, dull, damp, loathsome

»laces even now; but they were worse in 
he apostolic times. 
I imagine to-day, 
We are standing in the Philippian dun- 
geon. Do yon not feel the chill? 
Do 
you not hear the groans of those incar- 
cerated ones who for ten years have not 
Been the sunlicht, and the deep sigh of 
women who remember their father's 
house, and mourn over their wasted es- 
tates? Listen again. It is the cough of 
a consumptive, or the struggle of one in 
a ; nightmare of a great horror. 
Yoa 
listen again, and hear a culprit, his 
chains rattling as he rolls over in his 
dreams, and you say, "God pity the pris- 
oner." 
But there is another sound in 
that prison, 
it is a song of joy and 
gladness. What a place to sing in! The 
music comes winding through the cor- 
ridors of the prison, and in all the dark 
•wards the whisper is heard: 
"What's 
that? What's that?" It is the song of 
Paul and Silas. 
They cannot sleep. 
They have been whipped, very badly 
whipped. 
The long gashes on their 
backs are bJeeding yet. They lay flat on 
the cold ground, their feet fast in 
wooden sockets, and of course they can- 
not sleep. But they can sing. 
Jailer, 
what are you doing with these people? 
Why have they been put in here? 
Oh, 
they have been trying to make the world 
better. Is that all? "That is all. A pit 
for Joseph. A lion's cave for Daniel. 
A blazing furnace for Shadrach. 
Clubs 
for John Wesley. 
An anathema for 
Melancthon. A dungeon for Paul and 
Silas. But while we are standing in the 
gloom of that Philippian dungeon, and 
we î^hear the mingling voices of sob 
and groan, and blasphemy, and halle- 
lujah, suddenly an earthquake! 
The 
iron bars of the prison twist, the pillars 
crack off, the solid masonry begins to 
heave and rock till all thé doors swing 
open, and the walls fall with a terrific 
crash. 
The jailer, feeling himself re- 
sponsible for these prisoners and feel- 
ing suicide to be honorable—since Bru- 
tus killed himself and Cato killed him- 
self and Cassius killed himself—puts his 
sword to his own heart, proposing with 
one strong, keen thrust to put an end 
to his excitement and agitation. 
But 
Paul cries out: "Stop! stop! 
Do thy- 
self no harm. We are all here." Then 
I seethe jailer running through the dust 
and amid the ruin of that prison, and I 
see him throw himself down at the feet 
of these prisoners crying out: "What 
Shall I do? What shall I do?" Did Paul 
answer: "Get out of this place before 
there is another earthquake; put hand- 
cuffs and hopples ou these other pris- 
oners, lest they get away? 
No word of 
that kind. 
Compact, thrilling, tremen- 
dous answer; 
answer memorable all 
through 
earth 
and 
heaven: 
"Be- 
lieve 
on the 
Lord 
Jesus 
Christ 
and 
thou 
shalt 
be 
saved." 


Well, we have all read of the earth- 
quake in Lisbon, in Lima, in A^ppo 
and in cararcas; but we live in a latitude 
where in all our memory there has not 
been one severe volcanic disturbance. 
And yet we have seen fifty earthquakes. 
Here is a man who has been building up 
a large fortune. His bid on the money 
market was felt in all the cities. He 
thinks he has got beyond all annoying 
rivalries 
in trade, 
and 
he says to 
himself: "Now I am free and safe from 
all possible pertubation." Buta national 
panic strikes the foundations of the 
commercial world, and crash! goes all 
that magnificent business establishment. 
He is a man who has built up a very 
beautiful home. 
His daughters have 
just come home from the seminary with 
diplomas of graduation. His sons have 
started in life, honest, temperate 
and 
pure. When the evening 
lights are 
struck, there is a happy and an un- 
broken family circle. But there has 
been an accident down at the beach. 
The young man ventured too far out in 
the surf. 
The telegraph hurled the 
terror up to the city. An earthquake struck 
under the foundations of that beautiful 
home. The piano closed; the curtains 
dropped; the laughter hushed. 
Crash! 
go all those domestic hopes, and pros- 
pects and expectations. So, my friends, 
we have all felt the shaking down of 
• "Bome great trouble, and'there was a time 
when we were as much excited as this 
man of the text, and we cried out as he 
did: "What shall I do? What shall I 
do?" The same reply that the apostle 
made to him is appropriate to us: "Be- 
Heve on the Lord Jesus Christ, and thou 
shalt be saved." There are some docu- 
ments of so little importance that you 
do not care to put any more than your 
last name under them, or even your 
initials; but there are some documents 
of so great importance that you write 
out your full name. So the Saviour in 
some parts of the Bible is "Lord," and 
in other parts of the Bible He is called 
"Christ;"' but that there might be no 
mistake about this passage, all three 
come in together—"the Lord 
Jesus 
Christ." Now, who is this Being that 
you want me to trust in and believe in? 
Men sometimes come to me with creden- 
tials and certificates of good character; 
but I cannot trust them. There is some 
dishonesty 
in 
their 
looks 
that 
makes 
me 
know 
that I 
shall 
be cheated if I confide in them. You 
cannot put your heart's confidence in a 
man until you know what stuff he is 
made of, and am ,I unreasonable this 
morning, when I stop to ask you who 
this is that you want ine to trust in? No 
man would think of venturing his life 
on a vessel going out to sea, that had 
never been inspected. No, you must 
have the certificate hungamidships,'tell- 
ing how many tons it carries, and how 
long ago it was built, and who built it, 
and all about it. And you cannot expect 
me to risk the cargo of my immortal in- 
terests on board any craft till you tell 
me what it is made of, and where it was 
made, and what it is. When, then, I 
ask you who this isyou want me to trust 
in, you tell me He was a very attractive 
person. You tell me that the contem- 
porary writers describe Him, and give 
the color of His eyes, and the color of 
His hair, and they describe His whole 
appearance as being resplendent. Christ 
did not tell the children to come to 
Him. "Suffer little children to come 
tinto me," was not spoken to the chil- 
dren; it was spoken to the Pharisees. 
The children had come without any in- 
vitation. No sooner did Jesus appear 
than the little ones pitched from their 
mother's arms, an avalanche of beauty 
and love, into his lap. "Suffer little 
children to come unto me." That was 
addressedto the Pharisees; not to the 
children. Christ did not ask John to 
put his head down on His bosom; John 
could not help but put his head there. 
8nch eyes, such cheeks, such a chin, 
BQch hair, such physical condition and 
appearance—why, it must have been 
completely captivating and winsome. 
I 
suppose a look at Him was just to love 
Him. 01 how attractive His manner. 
Why, when they saw Christ 
coming 
along the street, they ran into their 
houses, and they wrapped up their in- 
Talids as quick as they, could, 
and 
brought them out that He might look at 
them. O! there 
was something 
so 
pleasant, so inviting, so cheering in 
everything He did, in His very look. 
When these 6ick one^were brought out 
did Be Bay: 'Take away these ffores;. do 
atot iconble me .with these leprosies?" 
lio/na; ibere was a kind look,there 
WM'ft g«tttle word, there was a beaiing 


In addition ti> this Boftness of cliar- 
acter, there was a fiery momentum. How 
the old hypocrites trembled before Him. 
How the kings of the earth turned pale. 
Here is a plain man with a few sailors 
at His back, coming off the Sea of Gali- 
lee, going up to the palace of the 
Caîsars, making that palace quake to the 
foundations, and uttering a word of 
mercy 
and kindness 
which 
throbs 
through all the earth, and through all 
the heavens, and through all the ages. 
O! He was a loving Christ. But it was 
not effeminacy, or insipidity of charac- 
ter; it was- accompanied with majesty, 
infinite and omnipotent. Lest the world 
should not realize His earnestness, this 
Christ mounts the cross. You say: "If 
Christ has to die, why not let Him take 
some deadly potion and lie on a couch 
in some bright and beautiful home? If 
He must die, let Him expire amid all 
kindly attentions^" No, the world must 
hear the hammers on the heads of the 
spikes. The world must listen to the 
death rattle of the sufferer. The world 
must feel His warm blood dropping on 
each cheek, while it looks up into the 
face of His anguish. And so the cross 
must be lifted, and the hole is dug on 
the top of Calvary. It must be dug 
three feet deep, and the cross is laid on 
the ground, and the sufferer is stretched 
upon it, and the nails are pounded 
through nerve, and muscle, and bone, 
through the right hand,.through the left 
hand; and then they shake His right 
hand to see if it is fast, and they shake 
His left foot to see if it is fast, and then 
they heave up the wood, half a dozen 
shoulders under the weight, and they 
put the end of the cross to the mouth of 
the hole, and they plunge it in, all the 
weight of His body coming down for the 
first time on the spikes; and while some 
hold the cross upright, others throw in 
the dirt and 
trample it down, and 
trample it hard. O, plant that tree well 
and thoroughly, for it is to bear fruit 
such as no other tree ever bore. Why 
did Christ endure it? He could have 
taken those rocks, and 
with 
them 
crushed His crucifiers. He could have 
reached up and grasped the sword of 
the omnipotent God and with one clean 
cut have tumbled them into perdition. 
But no. He was to die. He must die. 
His life for my life. His life for your 
life. In one of the JUuropean cities a 
young man died on the scaffold for the 
crime of murder. Some time after, the 
mother of this young man was dying, 
and the priest came in, and she made 
confession to the priest that she was the 
murderer, and not her son; in a moment' 
of anger she had struck her husband a 
blow that slew him. The son came 
suddenly into the room, and was wash- 
ing away the wounds and trying to 
resuscitate his father, when some one 
looked ' through the window and saw 
him, and supposed lym to be the crimi- 
nal. That young man died for his own 
mother. You say: "It was wonderful 
that he never exposed her." But I tell 
you of a grander thing. 
Christ, the Son 
of God, died not for His mother, not for 
His father, but for His sworn enemies. 
O, such a Christ as that—so, loving, so 
self-sacrificing—can you not trust Him? 


I think there are many under the spirit 
of God who are saying: 
"I will trust 
Him if you will only tell me how;" and 
the great question asked by thousands 
in this assemblage is: 
"How? how?" 
And while I answer your question I look 
up and utter the prayer which Rowland 
Hill so often uttered in the midst of his 
sermons: 
"Master, help!" 
How are 
you to trust in Christ? Just as you trust 
any one. You trust your partner in 
business with important things. If a 
commercial house give you a note pay- 
able three months hence, you expect 
the payment of that note at the end of 
three months. You have perfect con- 
fidence in their word and in their 
ability. You go home to-day. You ex- 
pect there will be food on the table. 
Yo have confidence in that. Now, I ask 
you to have the same confidence in the 
Lord Jesus Christ. He says: "You be- 
lieve; I take .-.way your sins," and they 
are all taken away. "What?" you say, 
"before I pray any more? Before I read 
my Bible any more? Before I cry over 
my sins any more?" Yes, this moment. 
Believe with all your heart and you are 
saved. Why, Christ is only .waiting to 
get from you what you give to scores of 
people every dây. Whaî; is that? 
Con- 
fidence. 
If these people whom you 
trust day by day are more worthy than 
Christ, if they are more faithful than 
Christ, if they have done more than 
Christ ever did, then give them the 
•preference; but if you really think that 
Christ is as trustworthy as they are,then 
deal with Him as fairly. "Oh," says 
some one in a light way, "I believe that 
Christ was born in Bethlehem, and I 
believe that He died on the cross." Do 
you believe it with your head or your 
heart? 


You often go across a bridge 
you 
know nothing about. You do not know 
who built the bridge, you do not know 
what material it is made of; but you 
come to it, and walk over it, and ask no 
questions. 
And here 
is an arched 
bridge blasted from the "Rock of Ages," 
and built by the architect of the whole 
universe, spanning the dark gulf be- 
tween sin and righteousness, and all 
God asks you is to walk across it; and 
you start, and you come to it, and you 
stop, and you fall back and you experi- 
ment. You say: "How do I know that 
bridge will hold me?" instead of march- 
ing on with firm step, asking no ques- 
tions, but feeling that the strencth of 
the eternal God is under you. O, was 
there ever a prize offered so cheap as 
pardon and heaven are offered to you? 
For how much? A million dollars? It 
iscertainly worth more than that. 
But 
cheaper than that you can have it. 
Ten 
thousand dollars? Less than that. Five 
thousand dollars? Less than that. One 
dollar? Less than that. One farthing? 
Less than that. "Without money and with- 
out price." No money to pay. No jour- 
ney to take. No penance to suffer. Only 
just one decisive action of the soul: 
"Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ, and 
thou shalt be saved." Shall I try to 
tell you what it is to be saved? I can- 
not tell you. No man, no angel can tell 
you. But i can hint at it. For my text 
brings me up to this point: "Thou shalt 
be saved." It means a happy life here, 
and a peaceful death and a blissful eter- 
nity. it is a grand thing to go to sleep 
at night, and to get up in the morning, 
and to do business all day feeling that 
all is right between my heart and God. 
No accident, no sickness, no persecu- 
tion, no peril, no sword can do perme- 
manent damage. I am a forgiven child 
of God, and He is bound to see me 
through. He has sworn He will see me 
through. 
The mountains may depart, 
the earth may burn, the' light of the 
stars may be blown out by the blast of 
the judgment hurricane; but life and 
death, things present anH things to come, 
are mine. 
Yea, farther than that—it 
means a peaceful death. 


Mrs. Etemans, Mrs. Sigourney, Dr. 
Young and almost all the poets have 
said 
handsome things about death. 
There is nothing beautiful about it. 
When we stand by the white and rigid 
features of those we love, and they give 
no answering pressure of the hand, and 
no returning kiss of the lip, we do not 
want anybody poetizing around about 
us. Death is loathsomeness, and mid- 
night, and the wringing of the heart 
until the tendrils snap and curl in the 
torture unless Christ be with us., I con- 
fess to you to an infinite fear, a consum- 
ing horror, of death unless Christ shall 
be with me. I would rather go down 
into a cave of wild beasts or a jungle of 
reptiles than into the. grave, unless 
Christ goes with me. Will you tell me 
that I am to be carried out from my 
bright home and put away in the dark- 
ness? I cannot bear darkness. 
At the 
first coming of the evening I must have 
the gas lit, and the further on in life I 
get the more Iliko to have my friends 
aronndi about xne. And am I to be put 


An Anecdote of Michigan's Chief Justice. 


About thirty years ago, when Thomas 
R. Sherwood, Justice of the Supreme 
Court, was a younger man than he is 
now, there was a lawyer living in Kala- 
mazoo named N. H. B.

In Browning's "Saul," one of the 
great poems of recent times, there is a 
fine prophetic motive which graduallv 
develops and becomes clearer until it is 
seen to be the dominant note ot the 
poem. 
The simple shepherd, begin- 
ning his song with the most familiar 
things in order to distract the melan- 
choly King, is led on slowly, from strain 
to strain, the music deepening and 
widening almost unconsciously until it 
bursts into 
the 
splendid 
psalm of 
prophecy; then one becomes suddenly 
aware that this profounder music was 
latent in the earliest and simplest notes, 
and that it is this deep harmony which 
imparts a thrilling meaning to the 
whole. 
The poem is a beautiful par- 
able of every true 
human 
life; a 
parable which becomes more clear and 
more true to us the more deeply we 
study it and the more thoroughly we 
understrind our own lives. 
Every hu- 
man life begins in association with the 
most familiar and, apparently, the most, 
trivial things. 
All its earlier activity 
is mere play; but from the first hour 
its little life, like a stream flowing sea- 
ward, deepens and broadens; the play 
becomes educational; the instincts are 
gradually turned into intelligence; fa- 
miliar and obvious things become new 
and strange because seen through fresh 
experience; finally play becomes work, 
but work which has still the element of 
play in it because of the spontaneity 
and freshness of youth; then comes the 
strain, the responsibilities, then strenu- 
ous and unbroken toil of maturity. 
The mere thoughtless joy of purely 
physi<3al vitality has gone out of it; 
pressure and pain, great cares and 
heavy burdens have come into it. 
The 
earlier and melodious notes are no 
longer heard. 
But if life has been 
taken seriously and earnestly, the first 
melody has given place to an ever- 
deepening harmony; 
living becomes 
more solemn and awful, not because so 
much has been lost, but because its 
possibilities are seen to be measureless. 
And now, if one has ears to hear and 
eyes to see, the prophetic element be- 
comes more and more definite. 
It is no 
longer time in which a man is working 
when this deeper harmony sounds in his 
heart; it is eternity. 
As he looks back 
he sees clearly that from the first care- 
less playtime of childhood this deeper 
music has always been latent, 
these 
profounder notes have formed an under- 
tone which has at last become not only 
audible but dominant. There are times 
when it would be pleasant to escape the 
solemnity of life; when we would de- 
,light to recall, if we could, the simple 
joy and pleasure of childhood, with its 
near hopes and its immediate aims.

Even if it were poised 
in equilibrium between the attractive 
powers of all other bodies, it would 
soon be disturbed by the varying po- 
sitions of tliose bodies known to be in 
motion. 


2. Nearly all the visible fixed stars 
have observed motions apart from the 
appearance due to the progressive mo- 
tion of the sun. 
The motions of some 
are too slow, or their distance too great 
to be observed, but reason and analogy 
tell us that they all move, and the sun 
could not be an exception. 
, 


3. The rotation of the sun upon its 
axis is another evidence. 
Science does 
not recognize the spontaneous genera- 
tion or creation of force, and as there is 
no visible power within the solar system 
which could have imparted a rotary 
motion to the sun, Ave are forced to 
conclude that it was derived from some 
source outside the system, in the Jsame 
manner in which the planets are sup- 
posed to have derived their motions 
from the sun, in which case a progres- 
sive motion is essential. 


A number of other questions have 
been ably ansAvered by Mr. Walton and 
Mr. Jones, but I Avish to add a few ideas. 
Rain drops are globular, or nearly so, 
because of the mutual attraction of the 
particles, for the same reason the plan- 
ets are globes, and the level of the sea 
a curve. 


Prof. Norton has undertaken to show 
that the earth derives its magnetism 
from the collision of the molecules of 
its revolving and rotating mass with the 
ether of space. 
The other planets do 
the same, and exert a magnetic influence 
upon each other and upon the sun, 
thereby affecting the development of 
i the spots. 
The correctness of this 
theory remains to be demonstrated, but 
it is worthy of consideration.—Chas..

We gave him the bill showing 
some of the purchases which a consumer 
m^es, an^ by it proved that the in- 
creased value of the goods, by reason of 
an exorbitant tariff, was over 47 per 
cent. He answers the article this morn- 
ing with a lengthy editorial, in which 
he flounders around and proves nothing, 
except that he is trying to evade aU at- 
tempt to disprove the statement that the 
increased cost of tariff taxed goods to 
consumers, by reason of the tariff, is 47 
per cent, and over. 


The wage earner may not purchase 
every article on the tariff schedule. S e 
does not purchase railroad iron, but he 
pays for it when he rides on the rail 
road. This is the case with many other 
articles, but it is nevertheless a fact that 
the great body of men in this country 
pay for these articles indirectly and 
whatever their increased cost is, by the 
reason of the tariff, comes on them and 
hence it is that these high tariffs work 
them an injustice by increasing the cost 
of living, etc. 


The Gazette is very hard to please 
and ends its editorial by asking school- 
boy's questions We are Qot up for 
the purpose of allowing it to "fire" any 
kind of questions at us it pleases, when 
such questions have been suisstantially 
answered.

OAR±I P. SwAiir.—^A good many tele- 
graph operators are afflicted with a 
disease not unlike what is known as 
writers cramp. It appears to be a failure 
of control over certain muscles of the 
forearm and wrist, resulting in inability 
to form certain telegraphic characters 
correctly, t^or instance^ the victim in 
attempting to form the letter S, which 
consists of three dots, finds that his fin 
gers, against his will, make the letter P, 
of five dots, or strings it out into seven 
or eight dots, or even more, rendering 
his sending unintelligible. The touch 
of ihe telegraph key seems to act upon 
the nerves of the tictim of telegraphers' 
paralysis very much as water acts upon 
the senses of a mad dog. flis fingers 
and arm will jerk convulsively as though 
possessed. Not infrequently is he com 
pelled to abandon the business because 
he can no longer transmit correctly. 
But as the pai alysis generally extends to 
only one arm, when he notices its grad- 
ual approach he learns to 
"send" 
with the other hand, which is not as 
difficult as it might appearj and so he 
learns to use either hand with equal 
facility. There is no known cure for 
the disease, save absolute rest, although 
a treatment of hypo-phosphates has 
been used in some cases with good re- 
sults. In my opinion the disease is the 
result of a wrong style in gripping the 
key and dompelling the muscles of the 
fingers and wrist to do the work, which 
should be performed by the forearm. 
Ambitious young fellows, who aspire to 
shine in the profession as stars by using 
this style of sending and endeavor to 
ljuild up a reputation as rushers, find 
that they are greatly broken down when 
they should be in their prime. 
I was 
taught a lesson in 1880, while working 
in a large office in a western city. Owing 
to the rush of businevs I "sent" at the 
top of my speed for about thirteen hours 
without any rest. 
Next day my arm 


completely gave out aad I ' was oom- 
peUed to stop **8e&ding*' for several 
weeks. I refused to "send" mnch for 
sometime and I have sinoe thoiight 
^sely,'for had I over-exerted myself as 
soon as I was able to "send" I should 
have been paralysed to-day.

Nearly all 
of this gain has been for the winter 
afternoon. But now the mornings also 
have begun to show evidences of the 
turning year. As yet, this part of the 
great change is but trifling—only two or 
three minutes; but it is a change which 
will become more marked than that of 
the sun-set hour.

COMPBESSED 
AIB AS A MOTIVE 
POWEB. 


The use of compressed air as a motive 
power for tramways in France is ex- 
tending. 
The system adopted is that in- 
vented by M. Mekarski, the director of 
the Nantes tramways, which have been 
opened since 1879. Two years ago the 
system was successfully applied on the 
tramways at Nogent, in the neighbor- 
hood of Paris, and more recently on 
those of Berne and Limoges. 
This year 
it is to be substituted for horse power on 
the tramways ' of Lyons. The inventor 
asserts that his system is far more eco- 
nomical than liorBe traction—the cost of 
coal per day of a machine equal to eight 
or ten horse power being only four shil- 
lings—much cheaper than electricity or 
steam power, and that the machinery is 
simple and does not require a skilled 
mechanic to control it. 


The British consul at Nantes, in a re 
cent report, states that "the tramways of 
that town, which are worked by the sy s 
tem of M. Mekarski, alluded to above, 
continue to give satisfaction. The oars 
are comfortable and run smoothly, with 
little noise. 
They do not inteifere with 
the general t/affic in the streets, and 
their immunity from accidents is re 
markable. 
The average speed is about 
eight miles per hour; but it can be easily 
increased or moderated, and in case of 
need an almost instantaneous stoppage 
effected.

Henry M. Stanley is doubtless the 
greatest attraction for the platform in 
the world, but $1,000 a lecture is gilt- 
edged even for him. 


A LAWSUIT has just been finished in 
Pesth which began in 1768, 122 years 
ago. 
The Bishop of Neutra, in North- 
ern Hungary, died leaving his estate to 
his family. 
They were unable to take 
possession owing to the Turkish inva- 
sion at that time. 
After the invasion it 
was found that there were 1,000 per- 
sons entitled to a share. 
They, being 
unable to agree, appealed to the law, 
and as a result the expenses of the law 
and administration have swallowed up 
the fortune almost entirely, and the 
heirs have increased to more than two 
thousand. 
Now that the case. is set- 
tled the heirs will get about $5 apiece.

D B . HENEY J . 
W . JOHNSTONB, WHO 
died recently in England at the «.ge of 
82, lived at Boulogne during the stormy 
times which followed the abdication of 
Louis Phillippe and the coup d'etat. In 
these events he took a keen interest, 
and he was the hero of an episode 
which, in the words of the London 
Times, is probably unique in the his- 
tory of journalism. 
In 1851-'52 he ad- 
dressed to the Times a series of letters, 
remarkable for their powerful invective, 
exposing and condemning Napoleon's 
imperial designs. 
That these letters, 
which appeared with the signature of 
"An Englishman," displayed great tal- 
ent may fairly be assumed, since the 
editor of the Times 
published 
them, 
though unauthenticated by name and 
address. 
In fact, it was not till after 
Mr. Johnstone's death that the Times 
became acquainted with the authorship 
of these letters, which were attributed 
at the time to various persons of emi- 
nence. 


E. S. WILSON, a blacksmith of Ozark, 
Mo., has a relic of the Marshficld cy- 
clone »vhich occurred on April 18, 1880, 
that is a very remarkable curiosity. This 
witness of one of the freaks of the great 
storm is a black quart bottle, bent by 
some mysterious force into an elliptic 
circle without a crack or break in the 
glass that the closest scrutiny can dis- 
cover. 
The neck of the bottle actu- 
ally touches the edge of the bottom, 
and the fact that the glass was not 
broken in any way by the force of the 
storm is shown by its holding water or 
any other fluid. By gradually turning 
the bottle as the water is poured in, it 
can be nearly filled to its full capacity, 
so as to show the perfect soundness of 
the material. 
This bottle was found 
by Mr. Wilson the day after the Marsh- 
field disaster and examined by Prof. 
Tice. 
The meteorologist 
attributed 
the bending of the bottle to the force of 
electricity, and considered this one of 
the most wonderful results of the agency 
at work in the storm cloud.

BoTF-Legs. 


In infancy, in certain cases, there is 
great danger that the bones of the legs 
will become bent if the child is allowed 
to stand much, that is, before their 
bones become sufficiently hardened.

cartilage, requiring time to harden them 
into bones, as may be seen by the "soft 
place" on the top of the head. It is 
fortunate that the "baby jumper-s" and 
such child tortures are now out of date, 
in enlightened society, and it would be 
fortunate if those little ones might not 
be crowded forward as they sometimes 
are even now, compelled to stand and 
learn early to walk, of course over- 
taxing them and deforming their bones. 
It woidd be forttmate, also, if a better. 
diet could be more generally used, that 
containing more of the bone and muscle 
materials, more of lime, that these 
bones might be fed. The coarser meals 
—instead of the fine flour which con- 
tains but a very little to nourish the 
bones and muscles—would be of the 
greatest advantage to the young.—Dr. 
Hanaford. 


What Is Pone With Coal Dnst. 


According to the census returns the 
amount of "culm," or coal dust, on 
mining anthracite coal is 34 per cent, 
a year. This waste amounts on anthra- 
cite alone to 9,900,832 tons; the same 
loss in other States is estimated at 20 
per cent., making a total return "of 
21,449,335 tons for last year. 
Many at- 
tempts have been made to utilize this 
waste by converting it into fuel, with 
bituminous substances, such as pitch 
or tar, but owing to the nature of the 
combustion of these substances they 
were soon consumed, when the coal 
dust resumed its former state. 
The 
difficult has been solved by Mr. W. H. 
Oorey, of England, who mixes the coal 
dust with a small quantity of dry fire 
clay, and adding a small percentage of 
silicate of soda. 
The three materials 
are throroughly mixed and submitted 
to pressure. 
The blocks are as hard as 
ordinary lump coal.—Scientific Mis- 
cellany.

Kennedy was a wid- 
ower. He showed no 
inclination to remar- 
ry, yet he was very 
fond of young ladies,

and his method of

ious and genial. 
He had a carriage built 
to hold eight persons. It was a cross be- 
tween a fine private coupe and a big pub- 
lic stage.

THE DEAD 


Various Outlantlish Modes of Burial In 
One of the JLargest European Nations- 
Millions Expended on Some Dead Bodies, 
While Others Are Food for Dogrs and 
Vultures. 


ECENT investiga- 
tion shows that cre- 
mation 
is 
rapidly 
growing in the Unit- 
ed States. There are 
cremation 
societies 
in New York "^nd 
"Washington, 
and 
there are crematories 
in active operation in 
New York, Buffalo, 
Philadelphia, Pitts- 
'burg, Detroit, Cin- 
cinnati, St. Louis and Los Angeles. All 
of these institutions, writes Frank Car- 
penter, have been opened within the last 
three years, and the one at New York cre- 
mates hundreds yearly. Without doubt 
more than 1,000 persons have been cre- 
mated in this country since the building 
of the crematory at Washington, Pa., and 
those who desire Buch a means of decom- 
position are said to be on the r^pid in- 
crease. The home of cremation is in the 
East. Siam disposes of most of its bod- 
ies in this way, and I saw dozens of 
corpses frying and sizzling on the banks 
of the Ganges. I visited a great crema- 
tory in Japan, where the men in ch .rge 
told me they burnt between 300 and 400 
bodies in a month, and I attended a big 
cremation in Burmah. 


This Japanese crematory was on the 
edge of Kiota. In going to it I drove 
through the streets of shops filled with 
the beautiful blue china for which that 
city is so noted, and out through fields of 
rice and tea to a large brick building on

the side of a hill. As I went I passed 
many funeral processions, consisting of 
stalwart Japs in blue gowns and bowl 
hats, four of whom carried a box swung 
on a pole which rested on their shoul- 
ders. This box was much like a child's 
playhouse, and it had its roof and its cur- 
tained windows. I was told that it was a 
coffin, and that each party carried a 
corpse. These coffins were about four 
feet long, two feet wide and four fee: 
high. They were made of thin white 
pine, unpainted and unvarnished, and 
each coffin is burned or thrown away at 
the same time of the burning of the body. 
The crematory itself looked much like an 
American engine-room; the 
furnaces 
might have been made in America, and 
they were built so that they opened into 
an aisle running around a large room. 
Wood was piled at their doors and a 
furious draught sucked the air into their 
mouths, and the great flames ro ired as 
they ate up the human fuel which was 
piled in the vaults above them. There 
was but little smell as I entered the 
building, but I could hear the crackling 
and frying of the flesh, and the whole of 
the burning could be plainly seen. A 
hollow-eyed, bald-headed ghoul presid- 
ed over them, and he stirred up the fires 
as he chatted with me in regard to his 
business. 


"We have," said he, "first, second, and 
third class cremations, and we graduate 
our rates according to the age of the 
body. A man or woman can be burnt 
here in first-class style for $2.50. We 
will give either a good second-class burn- 
ing for $1.25, and we can send a man off 
in very respectable style for $1. Chil- 
dren under 3 years are burnt according 
to the class for $1, 75 cents, or 60 cents, 
and boys and girls from 3 to 12 years of 
age are burnt for from $1.50 to 75 cents 
apiece. We burn the bodies as soon as 
they come in, and we average at least ten 
cremations a day. We give the bone 
ashes to the families of the dead after 
the cremation is over, and they take 
them away and bury them m their family 
tombs." 


Siam is thé land of cremation. It costs 
more money to die there than to live, and 
the funerals of Congressmen, which are 
paid for at extravagant rates by the Gov- 
ernment, cost bnt little in comparison 
with that of a Siamese noble. When a 
king dies in Siam the whole nation takes 
part in the funeral, and $1,000,000 and 
upward is sometimes spent in the turning 
of the royal embalmed body into ashes. 
The last queen who died at Bangkok was 
seated in a golden urn for a number of 
months after her death, and the foreign 
merchants in Siam bought thousands of 
dollars' worth of goods from Europe and 
China for the king to give as presents to 
those who came to the funeral. A great 
temple or palace with roofs covered with 
gilt paper was built as her bier, and the 
funeral car was overlaid with pure gold 
and set witn jewels. This car was six 
stories high and it was surrounded by

tiers of golden umbrellas. All the foreign 
diplomates attended the burning, and 
there was a tiger fight, a lion danoe, and 
a tournament among the celebrations. 
The king lighted the fire at 6 p. m., and 
he gave presents of gold and silver as 
well as a dinner to the most noted of the 
mourners. It took a fnll week to per- 
form the ceremonies, and at the close the 
ashes were taken in a royal barge and 
strewn upon the waters of the Menam 
River. 


Every man in Siam has as g^>d a burn- 
ing as his purse will buy, bnniew are able 
to undertake the expense of building a 
palace in which to be burned. The aver- 
age cremation takes place on a pile of 
wood laid crossways, and after it is over 
the bones are gathered np and tied np in 
a rag to be kept as relics. The most nor- 
rible of funerals aré' those of the very 
poor of Bangkok. The bodies of thesei 
are taken to a temple known as the Wat 
Sah Kate. Imagine an inclosure of many 
acres, filled with bnshes andwhisi

beckons you in. I remember her well, 
and I still se« her in my dreams. Vul- 
tures by the hundreds sit upon the trees 
over her, and as you go in you hear the 
snarling of dogs. You look toward them, 
they are fighting over the half-eaten 
bodies of men, and, the vultures swoop- 
ing down, flap their wings and attempt 
to seize a part of the prey. Beside the 
bloody corpses are a mass of half-dried 
skulls and the odd legs and arms of the 
day before, and the old woman laughs 
through'her toothless gums as she points 
you to them. SomeoE the Buddhists be- 
lieve that their chance of Nirvana, or 
heaven, is better in case they give their 
bodies to the vultures, and some of these 
bodies have been dedicated in this way. 
Otiiers are, as I have said, those of very 
poor people, who can not affoid the cost 
of cremation. 


There is at Bombay a colony of about 
70,000 Parsees, and the men, women, and 
children give tueir bodies to the vultures. 
They are fire worshipers, and they say 
that fire is too sacred to be defiled with a 
dead body, and they believe the work of 
the worms is too slow and too vile. I 
visited the Towers of Silence at Bombay, 
on the toprfjf which all dead Parsees are 
laid, and where their bodies are left for 
the vultures. These towers are great, 
white buildings of block granite, twenty- 
five feet high and 2,300 feet in diameter. 
Each is built around a central well, and 
the bodies are laid on the top walls, 
whioh incline inward, 60 that the rain 
will wash the bones and juices down into 
the well. Each well h .s drains running 
off into the sea, and oi\ch is half filled 
with charcoal. On the top of each of 
these towers there is a sort of grating net- 
work, with meshes of different sizes, 
whether they are intended to hold men, 
women, or children. Surrounding the 
towers is a beautiful garden of sixty acres 
of trees and flowers, and when I Visited 
this everything was in blossom, and the 
surroundings were as bfcautiful as the 
garden of Eden. 
As I looked at the 
towers it seemed that ench had a coping 
or frieze of gray about it, and this frieze 
represented great birds. As I got nearer 
I noticed that the birds were alive, and 
they cranod their necks at us, evidently 
taking fs for corpse-bearers. While I 
was in the garden a Parsee funeral came, 
and these birds rose in the air and 
swooped down upon the tower upon 
which the naked Parsee baby was laid. 
There were 600 of them, and they live 
entirely off the flesh of dead Parsees. 
They will strip a skeleton of every shred 
of flesh in two hours, and the bones are 
left under the snn to dry. A day or two 
later they are pushed down into the well, 
whore they decompose under the purify- 
ing influence of the charcoal. The Par- 
sees always walk to their funerals. They 
are the richest and brightest merchants 
of the East, but there is no difference 
shown as to their condition at funerals. 
The corpses of the rich aa well as the 
poor lie naked on those towers of silence, 
the bones of all going to the same reser- 
voir, and the vultures who to-day feed on 
the fle-h of Dives make their morrow's 
meal off of Laza-rus. 


I saw mani cremations among the Hin- 
doos, and I attended not a few funerals 
in India. The bodies were generally 
carried on the shoulders of men, without 
coffins and covered with cloth. In some 
cases a band accompanied the procession, 
and the burnings were in general very 
simple. At (Calcutta they took place in 
unroofed sheds on the banks of the Hoog- 
ly, but the fires were built on the 
ground and a little hole was scooped out 
below them to make a draught. At 
Benares the cremations took place in the 
open air, and, after the body had burned 
to ashes, the ashes and bones remainmg 
were drugged down into the river. The 
undertakers of India belong to the dome 
or chief caste. These preside over the 


funerals and sell the wood and light 
the fires used in cremations. 
They 
break 
the 
elbows, wrists, knee and 
ankle 
joints 
before 
cremating the 
body, and at Calcutta the body is 
placed on the fire with the face down- 
ward. It is covered with ghee, or clari- 
fied butter, to make it burn, and the 
wood used varies with the cost of the 
funeral. A rich man will send his soul 
to heaven with sandalwood, while a poor 
man takes what he can buy. The domes 
sell everything connected with the crom i- 
tion, and to be chief dome of a big city 
is a money-making position. One of the 
richest men in Benares is the head of the 
undertakers, and he made his money in 
this way. There is a regular charge'for 
burning, and the ordinary cost of a crema- 
tion is less than $2. Funerals in India 
are, however, very expensive, and pres- 
ents are given away by the nearest rela- 
tives of the deceased to those who come 
to the funeral. A rajah of Calcutta not 
long ago spent $250,000 in burning his 
father, and rich families often spend 
as high as $100,000 in this sort of fire- 
works.

"Doubleday isn't dead," replied the 
officer. "I saw him in command of the 
corps after you were wounded and two 
hours before I left the field." 


"Why, Joe Parker told me that he 
was killed," replied Hancock. 


Parker, who was in a front car with 
the boys having fun, was immediately 
summoned. 
He appeared before Han- 
cock, who said: 


"Capt. Parker, didn't jou tell me 
that Gen. Doubleday was killed ?" 


"Certainly I did," replied Joe. 
"He 
told me he was, and what the devil was 
I to do but take his word for it ?" 


Despite the suffering in that car. 
there was a hearty laugh, and Parker 
went back to liis companions. 
As he 
closed the car 
door, Hancock 
marked: 


"That boy w^ill never see anything 
serious in the most serious things of 
this life." 


Poor Joe Parker and his counter- 
part, Col. Wilson, are both dead, while 
the old General of whom Gen. Hancock 
told this amusing story walks along

iHE people 
w h o 
would amend cum- 
Ibrous orthography 
and substitute for 
it something of a 
'simpler 
character 
are again coming^to 
the front. Instead, 
however, of 
e n - 
deavoring to secure the adoption of a 
phonetic alphabet, in which each letter 
would have but one sound, and each 
sound be represented by one letter 
only, the effort is now directed toward 
the adoption of a few definite, easily 
learned, 
and 
generally 
applicable 
rules for the dropping of superfluous 
letters. 
The rules suggested are as 
follows : 


1. Drop ue at the end of words like dia- 
logue. catalogue, etc., where the preceding 
vowel is short. Thus spell demagoe. epilog, 
synagog. etc. 
When the preceding vowel 
is long, as in prorogue, vogue, disembogue, 
retain final letters as at present. 


2. l)rop final e in sucl?. words as definite, 
infinite, favorite, etc.. when the preceding 
vowel is short. 
Thus spell opposit, pre- 
terit. hypocrit. requisit, etc. 
When the 
precediiiK vowel is long, as in polite, finite, 
unite, etc.. retain present forms unchanged. 


3. Drop final te -in words like quartette, 
coquette, cigarette, etc. Thus spell cigarot, 
roset. epaulet, vedet, gazet, etc. 


4. Drop final me in 
words like 
pro- 
gramme. 
Thus spell iH-ogram, orifiam, 
gram. etc. 


5. Change 
t o / i n words like phantom, 
telegraph, phase, etc. Thus spell alfabet, 
paragraf. filosofy. fotograf. etc. 


6. Substitute e for the diphthongs ce and 
oe when they have the sound of that letter. 
Thus spell eolian. esthetic, diarrhea, sub- 
pena. esofagus, atheneum. etc. 


These rules, though few in number, 
would, if adopted in our writing and 
printing, save an appreciable percent- 
age of the labor now involved. 
They 
have the sanotian of 
highest schol- 
arship in the Upited States and En- 
gland, including the teachers of phi- 
lology ^n our foremost 
educational 
institutions. 
They have been 
com- 
mended by leading edltOiS find Writers,' 
and there is nothing against 
their 
adojDtion except the disinclination to 
change. 
Yet their use would in a few 
months become so habitual that every- 
one would wonder why they had not 
been adopted sooner. 


It is proposed that these rules shall 
be adopted in the newspapers of the 
country at an early date, when the 
eyes of reading people would foon be- 
come educated to the new appearance 
of the words, and whence their use 
would quickly extend to our books. 
This would be in the direction of the 
injunction of Noah Webster, that "the 
tendency of our language toward sim- 
plicity should be sedulously encour- 
aged." The sooner ihey are adoptod 
the better.—C hicago 
Ledger.

able statements, to say the least. This 
has become necessary, for no ptlblid 
speaker or newspaper editor with a rep- 
utation to lose would dare to go ^ f o r e 
a workingman and acknowledge that the 
tariff has the effect for whidi it was in- 
tended. So in order to quiet the appre- 
hensions of the wage yrprker and d i s i ^ 
suspicions it is necessary to aigue t%t 
the tarij^ is a harmless thin^ any how, 
and to sneer at text bdoli theories and 
college professors whom ^President Har- 
rison, in his iettei oifacceptànce/stigTW 
tizes as "students of maxiiïiérfitther tiian 
of markets." The Gazette does not Re- 
lieve in maxims; it prefers to deal in 
false "facts." 
g^It sa^s that ia.-Order, to make out 
your 
tariff 
bill you take "the 
whole 
list 
of 
articles on 
which a tariff is levied, hides, mo- 
lasses, railroad iron, etc., embracing 
several thousand articles, many of which 
the laboring man never heard of, and 
assume four things, each of which is no- 
toticmsly untrue/' 
The assumptions 
charged are, substantially ! 


1. That the laboring mah chews tip or 
consumes an equal proportion of each of 
these articles. 


2. That their cost is increased by just 
the amount of the tariff. 


3. That the laborer does not consume 
anything on the free list. 


4. That the laborer would have as 
high wages under free trade as under a 
protective tariff, so that he could buy 
what he wanted at reduced prices, and 
have a stirpltts left in his pocket. 


Let us see whether these assumptions 
are "notoriously untrue.'^ 


1. Dismissing the term "chew iip" 
as an undignified fling at the wage work- 
ing class, no claim has been made that 
the workingman consumed personally 
an equal proportion of the diflerent 
articles covered by tariff duties. But to 
say that he does not consume them is not 
to say that none of the burden of their 
consumption falls on him. The English 
landlords who live sumptuously, and 
have every luxury known to the market, 
are not generally understood to have 
paid for these luxilfies out of their hard 
toil. The castle in Scotland purchased 
by Andrew Carnegie is not generally 
understood to represent Mr. Carnegie's 
self denial. So it is true that there are 
some things, at least, which, though not 
"chewed up'' or consumed by the wage 
worker, manage to come out of his 
pocket. Has the Gazette ever tiied to 
find out how many and what those 
things are ? 


2. Does the Gazette deny that the 
cost of protected goods is increased ap- 
proximately by the amount of the tariff ? 
If not, why does it want a tariff? What 
is a tariff for, if not to increase the cost 
of manufactured products ? 
On the 
Gazette's own theoiy", if the tariff does 
not increase the price, how can the 
American higher rate of wages be paid 
which the Gazette claims is based upon 
the price enhanced by the tariff? 


3. The Gazette seems to be very 
proud of the free list. 
If it would ex- 
amine the subject a little further, we 
have a suspicion that it would be still 
prouder if the free list were extended. 
Every extension of the free list has been 
of benefit to the people. 
And yet some 
of thoâô extensions have only been se- 
cured with the hand of necessity and 
suffering on the thr'oaft of protected 
monopoly. 


4. It is the fashion in protection 
journals to talk as though the American 
rate of wages were in some way a gift 
from protected monopolists to their 
wage workers. Now, dismissing theor- 
ies and maxims, will the Gazette please 
tell where wages come from, and what 
they ate, and how much they should be? 
Does the Gazette pretend that the 
American laborer will be crippled in his 
productive capacity if he is placed on 
an equality with the capitalist, and is 
not bound to patronize the American 
manufacturer any more than the latter 
is now bound to patronize the American 
workman 2 
Does the employer pay 
wages out of his pocket as a ^ t , or does 
he not pay what he does because Ameri- 
can labor is, all thin^ Considered, the 
most profitable ?

is said to the contrary, declares Professor

Some of 


the New England mills pay a slightly 
higher price for wools coming from the 
regioa that embraces southern Ohio, 
western Pennsylvania and portions of 
western Virginia than any other part of 
the United States. 
There is a texture to 


it, a slightly different feel which manu- 
facturers understand. There is a change 
in the wool if sheep are transported from 
these regions to other portions of the 
United States which are a little drier- 
whether It be directly due to the influ- 
ence of the climate, or indirectly due to 
the breed. One of the manufacturers of 
New England said he had been in the 
habit of buying wool of a certain farmer 
in Southern Ohio. As the fanner's family 
grew up and swarmed, one of thc sons 
went into Kansas and carried with him a 
portion of thc flock of the old farm. The 
manufacturer bought wool of both father 
and son, and gave me a sample, not mere- 
ly from thc same flock, but from the same 
individual sheep, taken two or three 
years apart, one when thc sheep was an 
inhabitant of Ohio, and one when it was 
an inhabitant of a pretty dry portion of 
Kansas. They were colored" in the same 
dye, the same mordant was u«ed, the 


j same vat. and yet there was a big differ- 
ence in the wools. A gentleman of large 
experience in Virginia told me almost 
precisely the same story. He himself had 
attempted the growing of sheep with the 
purpose of getting wool just as good in 
one region as he had got in another, but 
failed. 


There is considerable difference in the 


quality of wool as produced in different 
climates that is due to the climate itself, 
directly or indirectly, and the food that 
is produced in that climate. It may be 
brasher: there may be a certain harshness 
about it, and it may not manufacture 
quite so well. Now, while sheep are long 
continued to be bred in the poorer of 
these climates they deteriorate, unless the 
blood is kept good by an infusion from 
thc better i egions. And that is what will 
give =omc regions perpetually an advan- 
tage in certain kinds of growing over 
others: it will always be to their profit to 
produce animals to go somewhere else, 
just exactly the .same as fanners living in 
one region may

A Deserted Whaler Cruising Among 


the Icebergs. 


According to a New London (Conn.) 


conespondent: One day in the early part 
>f last May a man named Leavitt", who 
iiad charge of the Pacific Steam Whaling 
Company's station at Cape Smith, nine 
miles to the youth West of Point Barrow, 
was astounded to see a ship standing to- 
ward the shore about a mile in the oiling, 
icmmcd in by towering icebergs. Leavitt 
riad spent tile winter in the ice, and 
:he appeal ance of a ship there at such an 
nuisual time of the year nearly scared 
lim out of his wits. Visions "of that 
ablcd ship, the Flying Dutchman, darted 
across his mind, but finally he- recovered 
limself and walked dow'n toward thc 
>eaeh. As he did so the fabric drew 
nearer to the land. He snys it made a 
charming picture to his famished eyes, 
ippearing as if formed of fiosted gla4. 


The mass continued to approach him, 


ind he finally made out thc complete out- 
lines of thc full-rigged ship Young Phce- 
iiix, a vessel with which he was familiar. 
She lay cradled immovably, with her 
deck just above the level of tlm icy valley 
where she reclined. 
Her three masts 


towered aloft with «ill perfect rake, and 
shrouds, backstays, braces and stays cov- 
ered with ice coatings, in fantastic shapes, 
brought out in the sunlight in bold and 
beautiful relief against the blue mountains 
of ice behind. 


The silent ship lay stem to the sea, 


about fifty yards from it, and slightly 
hceled to port. The prismatic effects of 
the spectral scene were heightened by 
heavy burdens of snow which cumbered 
thc decks, thc hawser, and the sails of 
the vessel. 
Two of the sails were shak- 


ing their stiffened tatters idly in the 
breeze, while the rest had the snug man- 
o'-war furl of a year before, and were 
fro/en tightly to the yawls. The vessel 
looked literally a ship of ice, for all the 
world like the toy ship enshrouded in 
crystals by the glass-blower's art. 


Plucking up his courage Leavitt finally 


went out to the ice packand boarded the 
ship. He found everything intact upon 
the decks as it had been left. 
Not even 


the polar bear or the Arctic fox had paid 
her a visit, and the ropes were coiled on 
the belaying pins as the crew had placed 
them. There were no traces of the boats, 
which had evidently been torn from the 
ship's davits by the ice: but the great 
qui 11 of snow which enshrouded the Young 
Pho?nix from stem to stern revealed the 
figuration of the hatches and parapher- 
nalia, which showed that she had at no 
time since desertion been rolling in seas 
heavy enough to disturb any of her 
fittings. It is supposed, in fact, that she 
was picked up free from the water by the 
same ice pack which crushed her. 


Leavitt went down into the ship's cabin 


and found 'several articles which he 
dragged over the fields of ice to his boat 
and conveyed to the shore. lie would 
havc continued stripping the vessel, but 
the ice floe containing her drifted off shore 
the following day. It remained in sight 
several days afterward, and then vanished 
to the northward. 


Various theories "are advanced as to the 


probable course the Young Phrenix will 
QOW take, and as to how long it will be 
before she is seen again. It is very likely, 
•Id Arctic whalemen say, that the island 
of ice now surrounding her will be 
built up by the addition of floating 
masses, and in time she may become a 
fixture somewhere around the north pole, 
dry-docked in the ice, for it is said 
that in those remote fields the ice may 
possess an age of hundreds of years, and 
may be continually accumulating in one 
quarter while breaking off and dissipating 
in another.

The Eev. T. DeVitt Talmage, D. D., 


ef Brooklyn, preached in London, tak- 
ing for his text Acts xvi, 31: "Believe 
ou the Lord Jesus Christ, audthou shalt 
be saved." He said: 


Jails are dark, dull, damp, loathsome 


places even now; but they were worse in 
the apostolic times. I im«c!iiie to-day, 
we aro standing in the 1'hihppian dun- 
geon. Do you not feel the chill? 
Do 


you not henr the groans of those incar- 
cerated ones who for ten years have not 
seen the suuliL'ht, ami tho deep sigh of 
women who remember their father's 
house, and mourn over their wasted es- 
t.ites? Listen again. It is the cough of 
a consumptive, or the simple of one in 
a ; nightmare of a great horror. Yon 
listen again, and hear a culprit, his 
chuius rattling as he rolls over in h'S 
dreams, nud you say, "God pity the pris- 
oner." But there is another sound in 
that prison. 
It is n song of joy and 


gladness. What n place to sing in! The 
music comes winding through the cor- 
ridors of the prison, and in all the dark 
wards the whisper is heard: 
"Wliat's 


that? "What's that?" It is tho song of 
Paul and Silas. 
They cannot Bleep. 


They have been whipped, very badly 
whipped. 
The Ions gashes on their 


backs are bJeeding yet. They lay flat on 
the cold ground, their feet fast in 
wooden sockets, ami of course they can- 
not sleep. Bui they can siug. 
Jailer, 


what are you tloius with these people? 
Why have they been put in here? 
Oh, 


they have been tryiuL' to make the world 
better. Is that all? "That is all. A pit 
for Joseph. A lion's cave for Daniel. 
A blazing furnace for Shadrach. Clubs 
for John Wesley. 
An anathema for 


Melancthou. A dungeon for Paul and 
Silns. But while we are standing in tho 
gloom of that Philippian dungeon, and 
wo 'vhear the mingling voices of sob 
and groan, and blasphemy, and halle- 
lujah, suddenly au earthquake! 
The 


iron bars of the prison twist, the pillars 
crack off. tho solid masonry begins to 
heave and rock till nil the doors swing 
open, aud the walls fail with a terrific 
crash. 
The jailer, feeling himself re- 


sponsible for these prisoners and feel- 
ing suicide to be honorable—since Bru- 
tus killed himself and Onto killed him- 
self and Citsshis killed himself—puts his 
sword to his own heart, proposing with 
one strong, keen thrust to put an end 
to his excitement and notation. 
But 


Paul cries out: "Stop! stop! 
Do thy- 


self no harm. Wo aie all here." Then 
I seethe jailer running through tho dust 
and amid the ruin of that prison, and I 
See him throw himself down at the feet 
of these prisoners crying out: "What 
Shall I do? What shall I do?" Did Paul 
answer: "Get out of this place before 
there is another earthquake; put hand- 
cuffs and hopples ou these other pris- 
oners, lest they get away? 
No word of 


that kind. Compact, thrilling, tremen- 
dous answer: 
answer memorable all 


through 
earth 
aud 
heaven: 
'"'Be- 


lieve 
on tho 
Lord 
Jesus 
Christ 


and 
thou 
shalt 
be 
saved." 


Well, we have all read of the earth- 


quake in Lisbon, in Limn, in Aleppo 
and in caracnas; but wo livo in .1 latitude 
where in all our memory there has not 
been one severe volcanic disturbance. 
And yet we have seen fifty earthquakes. 
Here is a man who has been building up 
a large fortune. His bid on the money 
market was felt in all the cities. He 
thinks he has got beyond all annoying 
rivalries 
in trade, and 
he says to 


himself: "Now I am free and safe from 
all possible pertubntion." But a national 
panic strikes the foundations of the 
commercial world, and crash! goes all 
that magnificent business establishment. 
He is a man who has built up a very 
beautiful home. 
His daughters have 


just come home from the seminary with 
diplomas of graduation. His sons have 
started in life, honest, temperate and 
pure. When the evening lights are 
struck, there is a happy and an un- 
broken family circle. But there has 
been an accident down at the beach. 
The young man ventured too far out in 
the surf. 
The telegraph hurled the 


tetrorup to the city. An earthquake struck 
under the foundations of that beautiful 
home. The pinno closed; the curtains 
dropped; the laughter hushed. 
Crash! 


go all those domestic hopes, and pros- 
pects and expectations. So, my friends, 
we have all felt the shaking down of 
Borne great trouble, and'there was a time 
when we were as much excited as this 
man of tho text, and we cried out aa ho 
did: "What shall I do? What shall I 
do?" The same reply that the apostle 
made to him is appropriate to us: "Be- 
lieve on tho Lord Jesus Christ, and thon 
shalt be saved." There arc some docu- 
ments of so little importance that you 
do not care to put any more than your 
last name under them, or even your 
initials; but there are some documents 
of so great importance that you write 
out your full name. So the Saviour in 
some parts of tho Bible is "-Lord," and 
in other parts of tho Bible Ho is called 
"Christ;"" but that there might be no 
mistake about this passage, all three 
come in together—"the Lord 
Jesus 


Christ." Now, who is this Being that 
you want mo to trust in and believe in? 
lien sometimes come to mo with creden- 
tials and certificates of good character; 
but I cannot trust them. There is some 
dishonesty 
in 
their 
looks 
that 


makes 
mo 
know 
that I shall 


be cheated if I coofido in them. You 
cannot put your heart's confidence in a 
man until you know what stuff he is 
made of, and am ,1 unreasonable this 
morning, when I stop to ask you who 
this is that yon want mo to trust in? No 
man would think of venturing IUR life 
on a vessel going out to sea, that had 
never been inspected. No, you must 
have the certificate hnngamidships,'tell- 
ing how many tons it carries, and how 
long ago it was built, nud who built it, 
and nil about it. And you cannot expect 
mo to risk the cargo of my immortal in- 
terests on board any craft till you tell 
tno what it is made of, and whore it was 
made, and what it is. When, then, I 
ask yon who this isyou want me to trust 
in, you tell mo Ho was a very attractive 
person. Yon tell me tunt tho contem- 
porary writers describe Him, and givo 
tho color of His eyes, and tho color of 
His hair, and they describe His whole 
appearance nsbeing resplendent. Christ 
did not tell tho children to como to 
Him. "Suffer little children to come 
unto me," was not spoken to tho chil- 
dren; it was spoken to the Pharisees. 
Tho children had come without any in- 
vitation. No sooner did Jesua appear 
than the iittlo ones pitched from their 
mother's nrins, an avalanche of beauty 
and love, into his lap. "Suffer little 
children to como unto me." That was 
addressed to tho Pharisees; not to the 
children. Christ did not ask John to 
put his head down on His bosom; John 
could not help but put his hend there. 
Such oycs. such cheeks, such a chin, 
Bnch hnir, such physical condition aud 
appearance—why, it must havo been 
completely captivating and winsome. I 
suppose a look at Him wns just to love 
Him. 
0! how attractive His manner. 


"Why, when they saw Christ coming 
along tho street, they ran into their 
houses, nud they wrapped up their in- 
valids ns quick as they- could, 
aud 


brought them out that Ho might look at 
them. 0! tliero 
was something so 


plcasnnl, so inviting, so cheering in 
everything He did, in His very look. 
When these sick ones were brought out 
did Ho say: "Take away these sores; do 
not trouble mo with these leprosies?" 
No, no; thero was a kind look, there 
WM a gentle word, theie was a healing 


touch. They could not keep away from 
Him. 


In addition to this softness of char- 


acter, there was a fiery momentum. How 
tno old hypocrites trembled before Him. 
How the kings of the earth turned pale. 
Here is a plain man with n few sailors 
at His back, coining oil' the Sea of Gali- 
lee, going up to the palace of the 
Cajsnrs, making that palace quake to the 
foundations, and utterinc; a word of 
mercy and Kiuiiuess 
which throbs 


through all the earth, and through all 
tho heavens, and through all tho ages. 
0! He was a loving Christ, But it was 
not effeminacy, or insipidity of charac- 
ter; it was. accompanied with majesty, 
infinite and omnipotent. Lest the world 
should not reali/.t His earnestness, this 
Christ mounts the cross. You say: "If 
Christ lias to die, why not let Him take 
some deadly potion ami lie OH a couch 
in some bright and beautiful home? If 


i He must die, let Him expire amid all 
| kindly attentions." Xo, tho world must 
! hear the hammers on the heads of tho 
I spikes. The world must listen to the 
death rattle of the sufferer. Tho world 
must feel His warm blood dropping on 
each cheek, while it looks up into the 
face of His anguish. And so tho cross 
must bo lifted, ;<iul tho hole is dug on 
tho top of Cahary. It must be dug 
three feet deep, uud the cross is laid ou 
the ground, and the sufferer is stretched 
upon it, aud the nails are pounded 
through nerve, and muscle, aud bone, 
through the light hand.through the left 
hand; and then they shake His right 
hand to see if it is fast, and they shake 
His left foot to see if it is fast, and then 
they heave up the wood, half a dozen 
shoulders under the weight, and they 
put tho end of the cross to the month of 
the hole, and they plunge it in, all tho 
weight of His body coming down for tho 
first time on the spikes; and while some 
hold the cross upright, others throw in 
the dirt and trample it down, and 
trample it hard.

He could have 
taken those rocks, and with them 
crushed His crucifiers. Ho could have 
reached up and grasped tho sword of 
the omnipotent God and with one clean 
cut havo tumbled them into perdition.

His life for my life, ^flis life for your 
life. In one of the European cities a 
youns man died on the scaffold for tho 
crime of murder. Some time after, the 
mother of this young man wns dying, 
and tho priest came in, and she made 
confession to the priest that she wns the 
murderer, and not her sou; in a moment 
of anger she had struck her husband a 
blow that slew him. The sou came 
suddenly into the room, and was wash- 
ing away the wounds and trying to 
resuscitate his father, when some one 
looked "through the window and saw 
him, 
and supposed bjm to be tho crimi- 


nal. That young man died fox his own 
mother. You say: "It was woncleiful 
that he never exposed her." But I tell 
you of a grander tiling. Christ, the Son 
of God, died not for His mother, not for 
His father, but for His sworn enemies. 
0, such a Christ ns that—so, loving, so 
self-sacrificing—can you not trust Him? 


I think there are many under the spirit 


of God who are saying: 
"I will trust 


Him if you will only tell me how;" and 
the great question asked by thousands 
in this assemblage is: "How? how?" 
And while I answer yourquestion I look 
up and utter the prayer which How land. 
Hill so often uttered in the midst of his 
sermons: 
"Master, help!" 
How are 


you to trust iu Christ? Just as you trust 
any one. Y'ou trust your partner in 
business with important things. If a 
commercial house give you n note pay- 
able three mouths hence, you expect 
the payment of that note at tho end of 
three mouths. You have perfect con- 
fidence in their word and in their 
ability. You go home to-day. You ex- 
pect there will be food on the table. 
Yo have confidence in that. Now, I nsk 
you to hpve the same confidence in the 
Lord Jesus Christ. He says: "You be- 
lieve; I take nway your sins," and they 
are all taken awny. "What?" yon say, 
"before I pray any more? Before I rend 
my Bible any more? Before I cry over 
my sins any more?" Yes, this moment. 
Believe with all your henrt and you are 
saved. Why, Christ is only .waiting to 
get from you what you give to scores of 
people every day. Whnt is that? Con- 
fidence. If these people whom you 
trust day by day are more worthy than 
Christ, if they are more faithful than 
Christ, if they have done more than 
Christ ever did, then give them the 
preference; but if yon really think that 
Christ is as trustworthy ns they are,then 
deal with Him ns fairly. "Oh," says 
some one in a light way. "I believe thnt 
Christ was born ia Bethlehem, and I 
believe that He died on the cross." Do 
you believe it with your hend or your 
heart?

nro mino.

A Hint from a 


In Browning's "Saul," one of the 


great poems of recent times, there is a 
fine prophetic motive which gradually 
develops and becomes clearer until it is 
seen to be the dominant note ot the 
poem. The simple shepherd, begin- 
ning his song with the most familiar 
things in order to distract the melan- 
choly King, is led on slowly, from strain 
to strain, the music deepening and 
widening almost unconsciously until it 
bursts into the splendid psalm of 
prophecy; then one becomes suddenly 
aware that this profounder music was 
latent in the earliest and simplest notes, 
and that it is this deep harmony which 
imparts a thrilling meaning to the 
whole. The poem is a beautiful par- 
able of every true human life; a 
parable which becomes more clear and 
more true to us the more deeply we 
study it and the more thoroughly we 
understand our own lives. Every hu- 
man life begins in association with the 
most familiar and, apparently, the most, 
trivial things. All its earlier activity 
is mere play; but from the first hour 
its little life, like a stream flowing sea- 
ward, deepens and broadens; tho play 
becomes educational; the instincts are 
gradually turned into intelligence; fa- 
miliar and obvious things become new 
and strange because seen through fresh 
experience; finally play becomes work, 
but work which has still the element of 
play in it because of the spoutaneity 
and freshness of youth; then comes the 
strain, the responsibilities, then strenu- 
ous and unbroken toil of maturity. 
The mere thoughtless joy of purely 
physical vitality has gone out of it; 
pressure and pain, great cares and 
heavy burdens have come into it. 
The 


earlier and melodious notes are no 
longer heard. 
But if life has been 


taken seriously and earnestly, the first 
melody has given place to an ever- 
deepening harmony; 
living becomes 


more solemn and awful, not because so 
much has been lost, but because its 
possibilities are seen to be measureless. 
And now. if one has pars to hear and 
eyes to see, the prophetic element be- 
comes more and more definite. 
It is no 


longer time in which a man is working 
when this deeper harmony sounds in his 
heart; it is eternity. As he looks back 
he sees clearly that from tho first care- 
less playtime of childhood this deeper 
music has always been latent, these 
profounder notes have- formed an under- 
tone which has at last become not onlv 
audible but dominant. There are time^ 
when it would Le pleasant to escape (lie 
solemnity of life: when we would de- 
light to recall, if we could, the -implc 
joy and pleasure of childhood, with its 
near hopes and iU immediate aims. 
But since this is no longer possible, 
even if it were wise, why not take the 
profound and sustaining joy 
which 


comes with the deeper truth, constantly 
breaking 
into

consciousness 


through all our experience, that this

A PROJECTED DAM. 


The straits of Belle Island dam is 


again being discussed, as having an im- 
portant bearing upon the proposed ex- 
tension of the Quebec and Montreal 
Railway to that point.

land with the main land across such a 
dam, and thus securing the shortest 
possible sea voyage across the Atlantic, 
there are other important climatic ef- 
fects expected to result. Gen. Sir 
Selby Smith, in 1879, proposed to the 
Dominion Government to divert the 


rctic current from tba Gulf of St. 


Lawrence by such a dam; and Lieut. 
Maury is said to have suggested the same 
thing, and to have laid his plan before 
:he British Government over thirty 
years ago. These straits receive the 
;lirect flow of the polar current from 
Baftin'sBay.

branch that now passes through the

AH 
of these institutions, writts Frank Car- 
penter, have been opened within tho hist 
three years, and the one at Now Yoik cre- 
mates' hundreds yearly. Without doult 
more than 1,000 persons h.ive been no- 
mated in this country since the buildi.« 
of the crematory nt Washington, Pa., aud 
those who desire such a menus of decom- 
position are said to be on the ripid in- 
crease. The home of cremation is in the 
East. Siam disposes of most of its bod- 
ies in this way, and I saw dozens of 
corpses frying and sizzling on tho banks 
of the Gungos. I visited a great crema- 
tory in Japan, where the men in oh rgo 
tolcl me they burnt between 300 a;id WO 
bodies in a month, and I attended a big 
cremation iu Burmah. 


This Japanese crematory was on the 


edge of Kiota. In going to it 1 drove 
through the streets of shops filled with 
the beautiful blue china for which that 
city is so noted, and out through fields of 
rice and tea to a largo brick building on

A 
hollow-eyed, bald-headed ghoul presid- 
ed over them, and he stirred up the fires 
as he chatted with me in regard io his 
business. 


"We have," said he, "first, second, and 


third class cremations, and we graduate 
our rates according io the age of the 
body. A man or woman can be bnrnt 
hero in first-class style for $2.50. We 
will give either a good second-class bum* 
ing for $1.25, and we can send a mau ofi 
in very respectable style for $1. Chil- 
dren under 3 years are burnt according 
to the class for $1, 75 cents, or 60 cents, 
and boys and girls from 3 to 12 years oi 
age are burnt for from $1.50 to 75 cents 
apiece. We burn the bodies as soon as 
they come in, and we average at least ten 
cremations n day. We give the bone 
ashes to the families of the dead after 
the cremation is over, and they take 
them away and bury them m their family 
tombs."

more money to die there than to live, anc 
the funerals of Congressmen, which are 
paid for at extravagant rates by the Gov- 
ernment, cost but little in comparison 
with that of a Siamese noble. When 
king dies in Siam tho whole nation take;

represented great birds. As I got nearer 
I noticed that tho bird-- wore alive, anc 
hey craned their necks at us, evident^ 
;aking i s for corpse-bearers. While . 
was in the garden a Parsee funeral came 
and these birds rose in the air anc 
swooped down upon the tower upon 
which the naked Parseo baby was liiid 
There were 600 of them, and they live 
entirely off tho flesh Of dead Parsees 
They will strip a skeleton of every shrei 
of flesh in two hours, and tho bones are 
left under tho snn to dry. 
A day or two 


inter they are pushed down into the well, 
wh-. re they decompose under the purify- 
ing influence of the charcoal. Tho Par- 
sees always walk to their funerals. They 
are the richest nnd brightest merchants 
of the East, but there is no difference 
shown as to their condition nt funerals. 
The corpses of the rich as well ns the 
poor Ho nnkt d on tbosn towers of silence, 
;he bones of nil soiug to the same reser- 
oir, nnd tbe vultures who to-day feed on 


thoflo-h of Dives make their morrow's 
meal off of Lazarus. 


I saw iiianj cremations among the Hin- 


doos, and I attendi-cl not n few funerals 
m India. The bodies were generally 
arried on tho shoulders of men, without 
coffins aud covered with cloth. In some 
cases a band accompanied the procession, 
ind tho burnings wero in general very 
simple. At Calcutta they took place iu 
imioofcd sheds on the banks of the Hoog- 
ly, but tbe fires were built on tho 
round and a little hole was scooped out 
below them to make a draught. At 
Benares tbe cremations took place in tho 
open air, nnd, after the body bad burned 
to ashes, tho ashes and bones remaining 
were drugged down into the river. The 
undertakers of Indii belong to the dome 
or chief caste.

Why and How Wool Variea. 


There is a great deal of difference in 


he climate for producing wool, whatever 
s said to the contrary, declares Professor 
W. H. Brewer. This is demonstrated bc- 
vond the shadow of a doubt. 
Some of 


he New England mills pay u Blight ly 
iigher price for wools coming from the 
region that embraces southern Ohio, 
western Pennsylvania und portions of 
western Virginia tlum any other part of 
:he United Stales. There is a texture to 
it, a slightly different feel which manu- 
facturers understand. 
There is a change 


in the wool if sheep are transported from 
these regions to other portions of the 
United States which are a little drier- 
whether it be directly due to Iho influ- 
ence of the climate, or indirectly due to 
the breed. One of the manufacturers of 
New England said he hud been in the 
habit of buying wool of a certain fanner 
in Southern Ohio. As the fanner's fami y 
grew up and swarmed, one of the sons 
went into Kansas and carried with him a 
portion of the flock of the old farm. The 
manufacturer bought wool of both father 
and son, and gave me a sample, not. mere- 
ly from the same tlock, but from the same 
ii dividual sheep, taken two or three 
years apart, one when the sheep was an 
inhabitant of Ohio, and one when it was 
an inhabitant of a pretty drv portion of 
Kansas. They were colored" in the .san e 
dye, the Mmc mordant was used, t ie 
-same vat, and yet there was u big differ- 
ence in the wools.

experience in Virginia told me. almost 
piecisely the *ame story. He hiiii'df ha< 
attempted the grow ing of sheep with tin.

Tho motion of the sun through upace 


IBS been a subject of discussion iiiuong 
astronomers for inure than a century. 
The first successful attenmt to explain 
the apparent proper motions of .some of 
the iixed stars on the hypothesis of a 
progressive motion of the solar system 
was made by Kir William Hcrshel. Af- 
ter a careful examination of these mo- 
tions ho concluded tlmt a majontv of 
them could be explained on the 
sup- 


position that the sun is moving in the 
direction of Lambda Hercules. 
Bessel 


and other astrouome.rs have thrown 
some doubt upon this conclusion, but 
it hag bocu decisively re-established by 
31. Argelander, of Abo, whose investi- 
gations were confirmed by Otto Strnvc 
and others. 


Mr. Walton's comparison of this with 


another uncertain theory is amusing 
but rather miHleading, as tho motion of 
the sun certainly docs admit of mathe- 
matical demonstration. There are also 
other reasons for this conclusion. 


I. The law of universal gravitation 


renders tho fixture of a body in space 
an impossibility. Even if it were poised 
in equilibrium between the attractive 
powers of all other bodies, it would 
soon be disturbed by the varying po- 
sitions of those bodies known to be iu 
motion. 


2. Xunrly all the visible fixed stnra 


i have observed motions apart from the 


appearance due to the Drogressivo mo- 
tion of the sun. The motions o£ some 
nre too slow, or their distance too great 
to bo observed, but reason and analogy 
tell us that they all move, aud tho sun 
conld not be au exception.

This waste amounts OQ aiithra- 
citoaloiiotoy,!H)0,3y2 tons; the samo 
loss in other States ia estimated at 'JO 
;rer cent., milking a total return "of 
Il,4-l'.t,y35 tons for last year. Many nt- 
iompta Iiavo been made to utilize'thia 
waste by converting it into fuel, with 
bituminous substances, such aa pitch 
or tar, but owing to tho nature of tho 
combustion of these substancen they 
WCTO soon consumed, when the coal 
dust resumed its former state. Tho 
difficulty has been solved bv Mr. W. H. 
Ooroy, of England, who mixes tha coal 
dust with a small quantity of dry fira 
clay, and adding a small percentage of 
ailicato of soda. The thrro materials 
are throroughly mixed and submitted 
to pressure. Tho blocks are as hard aa 
ordinary lamp coal.—Scien tific Mis- 
cellany.
